Response to Applicant's Arguments 

Applicant's arguments in the after final response filed February 12, 2007 regarding the 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Whetten et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,804,660) in view of 
deGroot et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,747,594) of record have been carefully considered but are 
deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant argues that the instant invention is prepared without a low density "impact 
modifier." 

It is noted that Applicant's claims are directed to an article, not to a method of making an 
article, and that the claims do not contain limitations directed to the method of preparing the 
container. However, method limitations do not determine the patentability of the product, unless 
the process produces unexpected results. The method of forming the product is not germane to 
the issue of patentability of the product itself, unless Applicant presents evidence from which the 
Examiner could reasonably conclude that the claimed product differs in kind from those of the 
prior art. MPEP 2113. Furthermore, there does not appear to be an unobvious difference 
between the prior art structure and the structure resulting from the argued method. 

Applicant also argues that Whetten does not teach or suggest the a resin with a density of 
from 0.950 to 0.955 g/cc. Whetten does teach a resin with density of 0.950 to 0.955 g/cc. The 
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burden is on Applicant to provide evidence that Whetten does not necessarily possess the 
characteristics of the claimed product.
